Tuesday afternoon 
Mr. Collier 


went to Indianapolis, accompanied by 
Omer, and from there intended to go 
on alone to St. Louis, Missouri. It is 


• said that Mr. Collier may return to 


Ms native 'heath once more and take 
sip his residence here after his trip 
"West. 


Mr. Collier has long thought to 


iave been dead by his four children 
-and wife here in Rushville. So it is 
possible to imagine the surprise of 
ris relatives here when they received 
the news Monday night t'hat Mr. Col- 
lier was back in Eushville. 


Different reports have been receiv- 


ed in Rushville-as-to. bis residence 
and concerning his death during the 
long period of years that he has been 
strangely missing. One report re- 
ceived 'here a few years ago was that 
Mr. Collier had committed suicide. 
Another rumor gained currency, and 
was given some credence by his rela- 
tives, that Mr. Collier had been killed 
in a railway wreck. 


It was by merest chance that Mr. 


Collier happened to come back lo 
Rushville. During his wanderings "lie 
fame near the place of -his former 
residence and decided to take a little 
jaunt into the city to see how time 
had changed the place. Mr. Collier 
1old his son that he had been in Ida- 
ho a number -of years. 


Several years 
ago an 
unknown 


man. who answered the description 
of John Collier to "the minutest detail, 
died in a hospital in Indianapolis. 
He was never identified, and Rush- 
ville people believed at that time that 
•the s-iranger was John Collier. 


Monday evening Omer Collier was 


told that his father had been seen in 
Rushville. 
Of cour=e Omer laughed 


at the story. But the idea grew on 
him, :ind he 
went to the 
business 


part of the city to search for his 
father. 


He entered a place of 
business, 


and his father who happened to be in 
Hie back part of the room, saw Ms 
son and disappeared out the back 
door. A friend caught him and per- 
suaded him to come back and talk 
to his son. This he did. and the two 
spent an enjoyable evening'together, 
•talking about the earlier days. Mr. 
Collier also saw his 
younger son, 


Henry X. Collier, who is better known 
to Rushville people as Harry Collier. 


Mr. Collier will be remembered by 


emany older people as tiie grocer who 
conducted a store at the corner of 
Seventh and Main streets where the 
Lon Havens grocery is now located. 
He was in business there for a num- 
ber of years. 


There was a general impression 


here that Mr. Collier had been de- 
clared legally dead by the court in 
some proceedings in civil and divorce 
court. Such was not the case, how- 
ever. 


In both of "fie proceedings in court 


the court records • show that 
Mr. 


Collier defaulted, .and ft was unnec- 
essary to take the usual procedure 
of declaring him dead.

As Was Expected, Property Owners 


in Third street Won in Fight 


Against Paving. 


COUNCIL HELD TAME SESSION 


C. H. & D. Wanted to Place Gates at 


Arthur and Sexton Streets 


Instead of Flagmen. 


As was expected the remoustrators 


won in the fight against paving Third 
street, according to the report of the 
city attorney made to the council last 
night, a majority 
of the 
resident 


property owners were opposed to the 
improvement. 
Of the thirty-seven 


resident property owners living in the 
street, twenty-three signed the re- 
monstrance. On a motion by Coun- 
cilman Kewhouse, the remonstrance 
was sustained and the proposed im- 
provement was officially killed. 


John D. Megee. representing the 


petitioners for the paving of Perkins. 
Sixth and Seventh streets under the 
three mile road law, appeared before 
the council in the interest of a reso- 
lution giving the county commission- 
ers permission to construct the street. 
According to Mr. Megee it was neces- 
sary for the council to grant 
the 


board permission before the contracts 
can be let. He asked for the passage 
of the resolution so that the com- 
missioners can arrange for the bond 
sale. City Attorney Barrett did not 
favor Hie resolution and stated in his 
opinion the city,would be liable for 
the balance of the township's debt. 
Mr Megee won out and the resolution 
was passed. 


A representative from the engineer- 


ing department of the C. H. & D. rail- 
way appeared before the council and 
mncle a proposition to install auto- 
matic gates at the Arthur and Sex- 
ton street crossings instead of main- 
taining flagmen as at pres.ent. His 
plan was to erect a tower between 
the t\vn .-treet.s and install a watch- 
man, who would guard both crossings. 
The gales would be run by air and 
operated from the tower. The rnil- 


iv representative stated that the 


company would be glad to make the 
change from the'present system. II 
was pointed out that the gates would 
afford better protection to the pub- 
lic.than is had at present.

Mayor Black did not look upon 


the plan favorably—his reason being

Fourth and Harrison streets were b 
po=ed tn the flag houses at Harrison 
street and only recently the matter 
was taken before the grand jury and 
the city came near being indicted for 
maintaining a nuisance. . A. T. Mah-: 
in told the council of the fight the 
people there had made against the 
flagman and a halt was called when 
the grand jury wanted to indict the 
city.. Mr. Mahin advised the city to 
take up the C. H. & D.'s proposition 
as it was only a question of time un- 
til a gate was to take the place of 
the flagman at Harrison street. The 
question was left with the street 
committee with orders to report at 
the next meeting. 


Councilman Kelley reported to the 


council that many people were behind 
with their water rent. It was order- 
ed that the city treasurer give all 
owing for water rent until August 1 
to pay and-if not paid by then-notify 
Snpt.-> Matin who will then turn off 
the water.

available county leader, o far they 
liave been unsuccessful, so far as can 
be ascertained.

After the first 
one was out of the running, the sec- 
ond one lived in the upper regions for 
a few days, and then alighted in the 
same manner that the first did.

DEATH REVEALS THE 


SKELETON IN CLOSET 


Pennsytaian Chained to Floor 


for Twenty Years. 


Plttsburg, July 17. — Harry Mu'n- 


ghower, aged thirty-six, after being 
chained to a floor ring in a room in a 
lonesome farmhouse for more than 
twenty years, now is spending his time 
among 1,500 persons, the first time in 
his life he has ever been in a crowd. 
He is at the state asylum for the in- 
sane at Dixmont, where he was deliv- 
ered yesterday in a pine box. When 
the box was opened under the eyes of 
Superintendent Hutchinson, the in- 
sane man was found bound hand and 
foot and only able to move his head 
from side to side. 
Dr. Hutchinson 


says he is not violent, merely weak 
minded. 


The man is a son of S. S. Munshow- 


er, a farmer of White township, who 
died July 1. It was while arranging 
for the funeral that neighbors discov- 
ered the insane man. It was thought 
years ago that Harry had run away 
and that he was never heard of again 
by the family. But during all these 
years he has been locked in a room 
and chained, that the family tragedy 
might not be known. 


Victim of a Runaway. 


Michigan City, Ind., July 17.—The 


body of Charles Rapp, a farmer, aged 
seventy, was found beneath his over- 
turned buggy in a creek near Ches- 
terton, Porter county. He started to 
drive home from Chesterton, and it is 
supposed that the horse ran away or 
that Rapp drove out of the road and 
rolled down the bank.

OROZCO DENOUNCED 


BY HIS FOLLOWERS 


Declared to Be a Traitor 


to tie Cause.' 


Washington, July 17.—As a result of 


the announced intention of General 
Orozco, the rebel leader, to carry on 
a guerilla warfare in Sonora consider- 
able alarm is being felt by Americans 
in the state of Sonora, Mexico, and in 
the border towns of Arizona and New 
Mexico. 
Reports thus far received 


do not indicate that Orozco is making 
much headway in his plan. 


It is reported that a band of 700 


rebels is operating south of Agua Pri- 
eta, in Sonora. A force of rebels is 
active in the state of Morelos and 
committing many" depredations. 


The war department has received 


from Colonel E. Z. Steever, command- 
ing the United States forces at El 
Paso, the text of a proclamation be- 
ing circulated in El Paso and Juarez, 
denouncing General Orozco as a trai- 
tor and offering a large reward for his 
capture. This proclamation is signed 
by officers and others of the revolu- 
tionary forces. It is recited in the 
proclamation that General Orozco is a 
traitor, that he has betrayed his fol- 
lowers for the sake of his personal ad- 
vancement. The rebel leader is ac- 
•fcnsed of having needlessly exposed 
his followers to death in the battle- 
field wilh resulting loss of thousands 
of lives, while he has remained far in 
the rear. 


The fact that General Orozco has 


spent most of his time in a private car 
la pointed out as proof of his infidelity 
to the cause of the revolutionary 
forces, and it is declared that he has 
amassed a fortune of $500,000 on de- 
posit in the banks of El Paso. Others 
of his leaders are declared to have 
grown rich off the revolution.

SEVEN MEN WERE IN THE PUTT 


But District Attorney Says the Elim- 


ination of the Gambler Who Had 
"Squealed" Was of So Much Advan- 
tage to Police "System" That Death 
Must Be Laid at the Door of Police* 
Terrorists. 
' 


New York, July IT.—The men who- 


shot down Herman Rosenthal, the 
gambler, in front of the Hotel Metro- 
pole a few hours before he was 1o re- 
veal to District Attorney Whitman the 
names of gamblers who could tell " 
what policemen had been getting pro- 
tection money are known to the po- 
lice. 


Police'Commissioner Waldo, Deputy. 


Police Commissioner Dougherty and 
inspector Hughes wrung a confession 
from Louis Libby and William Shapi- 
ro, who owned the touring car that 
was used in the murder raid on the 
Metropole. 
Shapiro, who drove the 


car, broke down after hours of ques- 
tioning, and told the police that seven 
men were in the plot to kill Rosenthal 
and that four were actually concerned 
in the killing. 


The minute this confession had been 


extracted from Shapiro, 150 plain- 
clothes men were sent scurrying to 
eve'ry part of the city and the police 
were saying confidently that within a 
tew hours the assassins of Rosenthal 
would be jailed. Libby and Shapiro 
were charged with homicide and John 
31ark, a gambler of several aliases, 
was held as a material witness. 


The question that everybody was 


asking, "Who had so much to fear 
from Rosenthal that they took the des- 
perate chame of slaying him almost 
in the presence of half a dozen police- 
men?" was answered by the police de- 
partment flatly and positively: "The 
;amblers who hated Rosenthal and 
who have been driven out of business 
by his unprecedented 'squeal.' " 


Lieutenant Charles Becker of the 


strong arm squad, accused by Rosen- 
thai of grabbing 20 per cent of the 
profits of Rosenthal's gambling house, 
and who was to be investigated by the 
district attorney because of this ac- 
cusation, hastened to deny that he had 
any hand in the killing or that he had 
the slightest idea who killed his ac- 
cuser. And Becker is held to be guilt- 
less by the commissioner. 


But District Attorney Whitman, aft- 


er hours of digging into the circum- 
stances of the murder, put forward a 
plain suggestion that the elimination. 
of Rosenthal was of so much advan- 
tage to what he termed the "police 
system," that the death must be laid 
at the door of police terrorists. Mr. 
Whitman said that whether or not 
gamblers fired the shots that dropped 
Rosenthal in the doorway of the Met- 
ropole, he could not believe otherwise* 
than that the responsibility lay else- 
where. 


The killing of the main witness iit 


the grand jury investigation to deter- 
mine whether gambling in the tender- 
loin had been allowed to exist her 
cause of a system of police partner- 
ship witL the gamblers, will not cause 
the investigation to he dropped, said.' 
Mr. Whitman. He had already ob- 
tained from Rosenthal the names of 
ten gamblers, and these will be exam- 
ined under the Dowling law. And Mrs.. 
Rosenthal, the district attorney says, 
stands ready to supply the grand jury 
with intimate details of her husband's-- 
business.

Flies, Bedbugs and Mosquitoes 


The State Board of Health will in- 


spect all summer resorts and those 
scoring less than 80 per cent, on the 
sanitary: scale will^be closed up as 
dangerous to the public health, -writes 
Dr. J. X. Hurty. The scoring will be 
based upon general cleanliness, sew- 
age and garbage disposal, water sup- 
ply, presence of flies, mosquitoes, 
bedbugs and rats, quality and hand- 
ling of the food supply. 


The best advertisement for a sum- 


mer resort is to be able to say it is 
sanitary. People with money (and 
money can n.ot be made out of people 
who haven't it) 
are pretty likely, 


these days, to demand surroundings 
which are free from disease-breeding 
conditions. 


Outdoor shanty toilets, which are 


certain sooner or later to become of- 
fensive and disease breeding, are not 
tolerated "by first-class, prompt pay 
people. The summer resort .keeper 
who does not know this and who does 
not act accordingly is found to do a 
bum business. 
The expense of in- 


stalling a sanitary disposal system, 
even at primitive frame hotels, is not 
prohibitive. It is only a little more 
costly than nothing at all or than the 
horrid disease-breeding kind still so 
frequently in 
evidence. Upon 
re- 


quest the State Board of Health will 
send free.- to any one. an illustrated 
pamphlet upon this subject. But the, 
installation of a 
sanitary disposal 


plant is not all that must be done to 
protect against typhoid fever, dysen 
tery and diarrhea. 


Carriers of these infections among 


the servants must be looked 
for. 


Those who are to handle foods should 
be asked if they have had 
typhoid, 


either mildly or severely, within the 


ily becomes poisonous in unclean re- 
frigerators. One rotten apple will 
soon bring its diseases to a whole 
barrel, and a very Tittle spoiled^meat, 
solid or other food, will speedily con- 
taminate most every thing associated 
with it. When_guests becomes nau- 
seated at the table and are. compelled 
to retire, the cause is most likely to 
be spoiled food. .Every case of 
diarrhea is a case of food poisoning. 


Refrigerators should be cleaned 


and scalded not less frequently than 
twice a week. 


Guests at resort hotels usually 


want milk. Their doctors have told 
them it is the best, food for building 
up their strength. Milk from dirty 
eows, collected.in dirty stables or in 
barnyards deep in manure, is unfit to 
drink. Especially should the hands 
be clean which milk the cows or 
which handle the milk in any way. If 


milker is a typhoid ,or diarrhea 


carrier, and if he does not thoroughly 
wash his hands before milking, he is 
very apt to contaminate the milk. 
Many typhoid epidemics have been 
traced to milkers and are handlers in 
milk houses who were typhoid car- 
riers. The very best advertisement a 
resort hotel can have is a clean, airv, 
wholesome dairy, with healthy clean 


dishes or anything which may hold 
water. If you do, the mosquitoes will 
surely come. Jfearby swamp places 
should have kerosene oil poured upon 
them. Pools for 
growing aquatic 


plants should be stocked with small 
fish, which will consume the mosqui- 
toes' eggs,

Screen not 
only exclude the "filth-fly," but also 
prevent the entrance of mosquitoes, 
which not only prevent sleep but al- 
so cause inflammation and carry ma- 
laria germs. Malaria is always ac- 
quired from the stings of mosquitoes, 
but it is true that all mosquitoes arc 
not charged with the germs. As those 
charged with the infection can not be 
discerned, it follows it is wise not to 
be bitten at all. While it is desirable 
that flies and mosquitoes be excluded 
it is more desirable that they be pre- 
vented. 


Flies are born in manure and other 


filth. Don't have manure and don't 
have filth of any kind and the only 
flies about your place will come from 
the filth which your neighbors harbor. 
Then get after them and their flies 
will not bother you. A flyless summer 
resort would be a heavenly place. 


Mosquitoes are born in stagnant 


water. Abolish all stagnant water 
conditions you possibly can. If you 


keep them 
permit the 
can. broken 


against all inkects, including flies and 
bedbugs. He will fight rats, too. 


Local health officers are at the ser- 


vice of resort 
keepers.

From infancy all are 
taught to abhor bedbugs and speed 
the time when from infancy all are 
taught to abhor flies.

Bane of Thermometers. 


"Theremometeritis" is the name 


that has been coined for a hot weath- 
er affliction that nas again become 
prevalent in these days of high tem- 
perature and excessive humidity. It 
i.= believed by the investigator who 
evolved the name that people suffer 
more from heat nowadays than in 
the "good old times" «f a couple of 
generations ago. and the cause has 
been traced to the thermometer, now 
an ornament of every street corner 
in the business districts of cities nnd 
towns and of a large number of pri- 
vate residences, city and rural, com- 
ments (he Indianapolis Star. Knowl- 
edge of the exact height of the tem- 
perature on a particularly sultry day 
is believed-to work effectively upon 
the imagination to persuade the ob- 
server that he is more uncomfortable 
than he really is. 


Instances are cited by the corner 


of "thermometevitis" of persons who 
have become "prostrated" immediate- 
ly after looking at thermometers, and 
while the average mortal may 
not 


have at hand any such 
conclusive 


facts as these, nearly everyone can 
furnish supplementary evidence from 
his own experience. For example, a 
man will "go out some afternoon and 
play golf or tennis for two 'or three 
hours iu the sun and feel little in- 
ponvenienee mixed 
with 
his 
full 


measure of enjoyment. Upon his re- 
turn home he will have next thing to 
a stroke of heart failure upon, learn- 
ing what the temperature was in the 
middle of the •afternoon and will won- 
dor how he ever escaped being sun 
struck. Again. "I knew it was warm, 
but T had no idea the temperature 
was that high." is an expression that 
has been heard by everybody, and the 
chances are that five minutes later 
the person who uttered it is feeling 
ofl per pent, wanner than he was be- 
fnrp he became acquainted with the 
stale of the thermometer 


Once a person is persuaded in his 


own imagination that he is uncom- 
fortable he will be uncomfortable, and 
you-don't have to go as far as Chris- 
tian Science to establish the fact. 
Now, suppose you know from 
past 


experience that yon suffer fearfnllv 
on a day when the temperature is 90. 
Well, maybe there "will come along a 
day when you are in exceptional phy- 
sical condition and when the humidity 
of the atmosphere is nearly ideal. 
Suddenly you will be confronted by a 
thermometer which notifies you the 
temperature is 95. Five degrees hot- 
ter than 'on the day you suffered so 
much! The chances are, unless you 
are abnormally philosophical, that the 
fact will begin working on your im- 
agination, and before yon know, it 
you will be the suffering victim of 
"thermometeritis."

Though Under Thirty Years of Age, 


Latham Had Faced Death Many 
Times. For the Pure Sport of the 
Thing, His Brilliant Air Work Hav- 
ing Thrilled Two Continents and 
Brought Him Much Fame. 


Paris, July 17.—During a hunt in the 


French Sudan territory, Hubert La- 
tham, the famous Anglo-French air- 
man, and one of the pioneers of heav- 
ier-than-air aviation, was killed by a 
wilfl buffalo. 


The governor general of French 


equatorial Africa, Martial Henri Mer- 
lin, in telegraphing the news to the 


inistiR- of the colonies, said Latham 


was out with a number of natives on 
the Chari river near the Bahr Es Sala- 
mat in the direction of Lake Chad, 
when he shot and wounded, a buffalo, 
which immediately charged him and 
gored and trampled him, \6 death. 


Hubert Latham, who was the first 


aviator to make any notable flights in 
a monoplane, was also renowned as a 
daring motor boat man. He was a 
splendid shot, and in 1905 went ele- 
phant hunting in the Sudan. In 1906 
he made a trip from Khartum to Abys- 
sinia, then passed through British 
East Africa and visited Indian and 
French Indo-China. 


On his last, and fatal hunting trip he 


left Bordeaux on Dee. 29 last year, for 
the Congo, taking with him a mono- 
plane and a big game outfit. He was 
twenty-nice years old. He was born 
in Paris in 1SS3 of English parents. 


Latham arrived in New York from 


Europe with the French team in Octo- 
ber, 1910, to take part in the aviation 
meet at Belmont park, where he was 
placed fourth in the international avi- 
ation race. He then made a tour of 
the country, engaging in many bril- 
liant exhibition flights, during which 
several times he narrowly escaped 
death.

PERU ACTIVE 


Government Proceeding in Matter of 


Rubber District Horror. 


London, July 17. — A new batch of 


documents as to the Peruvian scandal 
in the Putumayo district, has been 
made public. 
These documents in- 


clude an appeal for funds for the Putu- 
mayo mission, explaining the neces- 
sity of the mission being Roman Cath- 
olic and pointing out that according to 
the Peruvian constitution works of 
this kind would only be permitted if 
entrusted 
to the Roman Catholic 


church. The appeal asks 'for $75,000 
to insure the definite establishment of 
a Christian mission. 
It is signed 


among others by the Dukes of Hamil- 
ton and Norfolk. 


The Peruvian government has is- 


sued the following formal statement: 
''These crimes were committed prior 
to 1907 and could not be promptly sup- 
pressed, as they took place in wild for- 
est regions far remote from all inhab- 
ited centers. 
The Peruvian govern- 


ment has tak-en and will continue to 
take, all necessary steps to punish 
the guilty parties and to prevent all 
possibility of a repetition of such out- 
rages." 


The Peruvian Amazon company has 


been in voluntary liquidation for some 
months. 


Wants to Be Rebel Chief. 


El Paso, July 17.—Antonio Rojas, 


rebel general, wants to be rebel chief. 
He is tired of having his operations 
curtailed. After his band had looted 
the Banco de Minero at Juarez, Gen- 
eral Orozco put him in prison. 
He 


•was released after being sentenced to 
five years on promise of good behavior 
and sent south this week by Orozco 
to go to Sonora to fight. He defied 
instructions and went to Pearson and 
Madero, in Chihuahua, where he loot- 
ed the Pearson plants and then decid- 
ed to return and depose Orozco, as he 
has a thousand rebels.
